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The Texas School Book Deposi- 
toi'y where Lee Harvey Oswald 
perched to fire the shots that 
killed President John Kennedy 
will he the No. 1 item on the 
auction block at 7 p.m. Tliurs- 
day in tlie NortliPark Inn ball- 
room. 

G. C. Walters & Associates 
will attempt to sell tlie historic 
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building along with 14 otlicr 
pieces of property including in- 
dustrial tracts- and the Lowich 
Building at 912 S. Ervay. 

Auctioncei-s will be Col. Ralph 
Segars and Col. George Collins. 

The Texas Schwl Book De- 
positoi-y is owned by Col. D. 
Harold Byrd of Dallas. Byrd, 
according to Waiters Sc Asso- 
ciates, is not selling the build- 
ing as a historic place, but as 
an 80,000-square-foot warehouse. 

The book depository i.s ex- 
pected to bring a premium 
price, but auctioneers tvill not 
say what the premium Is. Im- 
mediately after the assassina- 
tion the owmer was offered up- 
ward of S1.5 million. 

Owners feel that even if the 
Texas Book Depo.sitory had not 
been used by Oswald, it would 
bring a high price because of 
its location at 411 Elm. 
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
